the contempt in which it was held, was 
nevertheless, a vine of the Lord’s own 
planting ; and, when on his return to Gray- 
moor, the Father Minister addressed a let- 
ter to the Apostolic Delegate asking him to

A WORD TO RICH CATHOLICS 

Among the startling things said by Our 
Blessed Lord, none is more startling than 
this: “It is easier for a camel to pass 
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through the eye of a needle than for a rich 
man to enter into the Kingdom of Heaven™ 
(St. Matt. 19:21). However, he added, 
“all things are possible with God.” 

From the time of the Blessed Apostles 
there have been found in every generation, 
men and women of great wealth who have 
not only saved their souls, but have con- 
verted the gold and silver of this world 
into heavenly treasure by selling all that 
they possessed and distributing it to the 
poor. The richest woman of ancient Rome 
did this and going to Jerusalem entered a 
monastery. 

Our own America has been blessed with 
a number of very rich Catholics, who have 
fully appreciated the sacred responsibility 
of wealth and have spent their money as 
stewards of the Divine Master and almon- 
ers of God, but alas, alas, for that increasing 
number of wealthy Catholics who are 
notoriously tight-fisted when it comes to 
alms-giving. The number of these is legion. 

In our travels we have talked with many 
pastors and they are unanimous in the ver- 
dict that, with rare exceptions, when Catho- 
lics grow rich they grow stingy, and fall 
away from the self-denial and generous 
alms-giving which they practiced in the 
days of their poverty. i 

One pastor in New York City told us 
that he had in his congregation, million- 
aires living on Fifth Avenue who once 
wielded the pick and shovel for.their liveli- 
hood, and that their contributions toward 
the support of the Church were no greater 
now that they lived in brownstone mansions 
than when they earned a dollar and a half 
a day. 

While preaching a series of sermons in 
a certain parish, we were called upon by a 
lady residing upon the most fashionable 
street in the city. The pastor told me pri- 
vately that there was nobody more exact- 
ing in her demands upon the parochial 
clergy, but when it came to giving to the 
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support of the Church, she was outclassed 
by the washerwoman in the side alley. 

Not long ago one of the directers of the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith re- 
lated the incident of a rich Catholic who 
drove up in a limousine before the door of 
his office and consumed an hour and a half 
of his valuable time securing some informa- 
tion that this rich layman desired to have 
for his own benefit. Before taking his de- 
parture he expressed great interest in the 
cause of Missions, and taking out his 
pocketbook, rather pompously, presented 
the busy director with a dollar bill! 

The same director gave us the story of 
how he once raised a large sum of money 
to send a band of Missionary Fathers to 
the Field Afar. First of all a list of one 
hundred and thirty of the richest Catholics 
living in that city and vicinity was care- 
fully prepared and a personal letter written 
to every one of them. Only two out of the 
whole number deigned to make any reply 
whatsoever. One sent ten dollars and the 
other promised to do something in the sweet 
bye and bye. The next appeal was ad- 
dressed to a large number of poor Catholics, 
of the same city and vicinity, and the result 
came back in a total contribution of eight 
thousand dollars. 

It was, undoubtedly, the love of the Jews 
for money and their keen disappointment, 
that Jesus of Nazareth after feeding them 
with five barley loaves and two small fishes 
in the wilderness, preached abnegation and 
self-denial, instead of paving the streets of 
Jerusalem with gold after the manner of 
King Solomon, which made them cry out 
before Pilate: “We will have no king but 
Caesar ; away with this fellow, crucify Him, 
crucify Him.” 

It is also a matter of history that it was 
British gold and the spoils of the Monas- 
teries and Church lands which Henry VIII 
and Elizabeth lavished upon the court- 
party that established Protestantism in 
England, and abolished the spiritual juris- 
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diction of the Holy See in England and 
Scotland. It most assuredly behooves rich 
Catholics in America to realize the respon- 
sibility of their wealth, and take heed to lay 
up treasure in heaven while they have their 
present golden opportunity. For if they re- 
fuse to do this they run a terrible risk of 
coming within the scope of the drastic 
words found in the last chapter of the 
Catholic Epistle of St. James.the Apostle: 
“Go to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for 
your miseries, which shall come upon you. 
Your riches are corrupted and your gar- 
ments are motheaten. 

“Your gold and silver is cankered: and 
the rust of them shall be for a testimony 
against you, and shall eat your flesh like 
fire. You have stored up to yourselves 
wrath against the last days. 

“Behold the hire of the laborers, who 
have reaped down your fields, which by 
fraud -has been kept back by you, crieth: 
and the cry of them hath entered into the 
ears of the Lord of Sabaoth. 

“You have feasted upon earth: and in 
riotousness you have nourished your hearts, 
in the day of slaughter. 

“You have condemned and putto death 
the Just One, and He resisted you not.” 





A NEW YORK RABBI LECTURES 
ON OUR LORD 

Dr. H. G. Enelow, Rabbi of the Temple 
Emmanuel, New York City, delivered dur- 
ing the winter a course of lectures on “The 
Relation of Jesus to the Jews.” “Jewish 
interest in Jesus should be aroused,” Dr. 
Enelow argued, “by the fact that Jesus was 
a Jew. 

“It must mean something to the Jews,” 
he said, “that a Jew should have had such 
incalculable influence in the religious life of 
the human race. Whether Jesus was origi- 
nal or not, whether he was right or wrong, 
the fact of his influence and the fact that 
he was.a Jew cannot be ignored. Modern 
Jews cannot shut themselves in the silence 
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of the centuries. What do we think of 
Jesus? Be our answer to the question what 
it may, we ought to formulate an answer. 
The object of this lecture course is to make 
some contribution to those who want to 
make an intelligent answer to the question.” 

The fact that such a series of lectures 
should have been delivered in New York 
by a Jewish Rabbi and that the lecture- 
hall was filled with Hebrew listeners, is one 
of the straws upon the surface of current 
Jewish thought to indicate that the old-time 
hatred and detestation of the Nazarene, as 
the Jews of old called Our Blessed Lord, 
is giving place to admiration and pride in 
One Whom they are now boasting was a 
Jew. May it not be the entering wedge 
of Divine Providence bursting through the 
wall of Jewish prejudice and preparing the 
way for the entrance into the Jewish mind 
of the happy discovery that after all Jesus 
was the Messias and the Divine Saviour 
not only of the Gentile, but of the Jew? 





MULTUM IN PARVO 

Christians of Syria and Palestine are 
said to be enduring great suffering at the 
present time, especially in the Lebanon dis- 
trict. Thousands are dying from sheer 
starvation, and a great many are being put 
to death for political offenses. His Holi- 
ness, Pope Benedict XV, has again appealed 
to the Sultan through the Apostolic Dele- 
gate at Constantinople. 


The Rey. George J. Waring, chaplain 
in the United States Cavalry, recently re- 
turned to America bearing the Pope’s Apos- 
tolic blessing to the American Army. 


It is reported that Archbishop Orozco 
Jiminez of Guadalajara, who was arrested 
recently in Zacatecas on a charge of con- 
spiracy against the de facto government, 
has been ordered deported. It is also stated 
that the Rt. Rev. Miguel de la Mora, Bishop 
of Zacatecas, who was arrested at the same 
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time has left the country. It seems as if 
there is a concerted movement on the part 
of Carranza te deprive the Mexican Church 
of its ecclesiastical rulers. If this attempt 
proves successful still darker hours are 
ahead for the Church in Mexico. God 
hasten the dawn of a new day for the 
Church in the land of the Aztecs, as bright 
by contrast as the present night is inky 
black. 


The Vatican Press will soon publish in 
one volume the new Code of Canon Law. 
The book will appear in three sizes: 18 mo., 
12 mo., and 8 mo.; and the prices will range 
from seven francs for an unbound volume 
in 18 mo. size to twenty-two francs for one 
richly bound in 8 mo. size.

According to latest reports, Georgia’s big- 
ots have entirely overshot their mark in 
their attempt to cripple Catholic education 
in that state. The accusation was made re- 
cently that two Catholic schools in Savannah 
were receiving state aid “in violation of the 
policy of our government in regard to the 
use of state funds for denominational 
schools.” This report reached Mr. Britain, 
superintendent of schools in Georgia. It ap- 
pears that the two schools in question were 
established prior to the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877, and formed an independent 
local system. But the state superintendent 
directed the superintendent to see that no 
sectarian schools were illegally aided. 

When the question was submitted to the 
attorney-general, it developed that some fif- 
teen Protestant schools, six conducted by 
the Methodists, six by Baptists, one by © 
Presbyterians, etc.,-were receiving not only 
state aid for the conducting of the schools, 
but that the school buildings had been 
erected for these denominational schools 
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and the grounds purchased with the state 
funds. Thus it will be seen that the denomi- 
nations appear to have became the victtms of 
a plot originally aimed against the Catholic 
Church. The superintendent ruled that state 
aid would be withdrawn from all denomina- 
tional schools in the future, but the attor- 
ney-general made an exception in favor of 
the two Savannah schools, since these 
schools were established prior to the con- 
stitutional convention referred to above. 


Another national “patriotic” anti-Catholic 
society has appeared on the horizon—The 
American Order of Clansmen. The present 
headquarters are said to be in San Francis- 
co. Its professed purpose is to unite all 
American citizens who are loyal to the flag 
in opposition to those who refuse to render 
an undivided allegiance to our country. 
The absurd assumption being that Catholics 
belong to the latter class. In case of war 
they will not be found wanting. 


The constitutional convention which met 
recently in Mexico decided to confiscate all 
church property. The plan included a com- 
plete separation of church and state. Re- 
ligious orders are not to own or admin- 
ister real estate or mortgages, and all 
churches, as well as denominational, educa- 
tional and charitable institutions, pass into 
the hands of the government, all clergy 
in the future must be of Mexican birth; nor 
can they teach in the public schools. 


The Knights of Columbus in the Arch- 
diocese of Boston are projecting a campaign 
for funds to create a Catholic Social Cen- 
ter. For this purpose one hundred thou- 
sand dollars have already been subscribed 
and it is expected that this amount will be 
doubled by May Ist. 


A handsomely illustrated booklet entitled 
“Catholics of the British Empire and the 


“én Sunday afternoon, February 4. 
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War” which contains many interesting 
records of the heroism of priests and sol- 
diers, has just been issued by Messrs. Burns 
and Oates of London. 

The trials of Mrs. Sanger and Miss Fan- 
nie Mindell, birth-control advocates, re- 
sulted in their conviction early last month. 
it is to be hoped these misguided women 
will ponder the seriousness of their of- 
fense. 


Catholic Church authorities and promi- 
nent laymen, beside prominent men from 
the denominations, were actively interested 
in the religious census taken in New York 
It is 
estimated that the Catholic population of 
Greater New York is over 2,000,000, while 
there are four hundred churches, beside 
other institutions, with four thousand 
priests. 


A large orphanage, to be known_as St. 
Francis Home for Orphans, is being built 
in Detroit at an approximate cost of one 
million dollars by Mr. Henry Ford, the 
originator of the famous “flivver” and the 


“peace ship.” This promises to be one of 
the best equipped institutions of its kind in 
the country. 


On February 14 was held at Washing- 
ton Irving High School, Manhattan, a 
meeting of the Clean Picture and Play 
League of America, both Catholics and 
Protestants being members of the League. 
The name indicates the character of their 
propaganda, for which, unquestionably, 
there is need in the world to-day. 


The great University of Oxford, Eng- 
land, is said to have only 350 under-grad- 
uates this year, owing to the number of 
men who have been drafted for the front. 
Of the small number mentioned about: 
seventy are Americans. 
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During the first two weeks of February 
a big mission was conducted by the Paulist 
Fathers at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New 
York City. 


A Catholic daily—“Neuva Era,’ The 
New Era—has just been started in San 
Jose, the capital of Costa Rica. A priest, 
Dr. Carlos Borge, is one of its active direc- 
tors. 


Over one hundred French Jesuits, either 
soldier-priests or military chaplains, among 
them eminent professors and writers, have 
been killed in the European war. Deputy 
Grosissau, in the French Chamber, stated 
that 2,000 French ecclesiastics had been 
killed. 


The Chicago police now believe they have 
arrested one of the most daring and suc- 
cessful of Church thieves. He was taken in 
front of a Catholic church and had jin his 
possession a box of paste, a small stick like 
a pencil, a map of Chicago showing the 
location of Catholic churches and $75 in 
small change covered with paste. 


Distinguished members of the Knights of 
Columbus gave Washington Day speeches 
in twenty-eight of the leading cities of 
the country on February 22. The speakers 
were selected by the National Board of Di- 
rectors of the order. The venture resulted 
in a wide-spread demonstration of patrio- 
tism calculated to dispel those phantoms of 
bigotry which disturb the minds of many 
non-Catholics. 


One of the results of the war, no doubt, 
was the formal adoption of the Gregorian 


Calendar by Turkey in February. The 
Julian Calendar which was established by 
Julius Caesar in 45 B. C., by the sixteenth 
century had caused ten days loss of time. 
Pope Gregory XIII, in 1582, ordered that 
ten days be dropped from the month of 


published as a monthly. 
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October, making a skip from the fourth to 
the fifteenth. This restored time to its 
equilibrium. While Italy and France 
adopted the Gregorian calendar at once, 
Protestant Germany did not accept it until 
1700 and England did not fall in line until 


1752. 


The Archbishops and Bishops having ju- 
risdiction in Canada addressed themselves 
to the people of the Provinces, in a letter 
circulated in February, concerning the bi- 
lingual controversy, in which they bade 
them submit to any just laws imposed and 
to exercise hope that there might be estab- 
lished English-French schools “facilitating 
an equitable teaching of the French lan- 
guage together with a thorough acquisition 
of English.” 


American Catholics have thus far sent 
4,755 altars to the European trenches, en- 
abling 6,335 soldier-priests to say Mass. 


Death claimed an unusual number of Re- 
ligious and Priests during the first two 
months of the new year. 

In its last belated issue received in this 
country, Rome, the English weekly of the 
Eternal City, announces that it will now be

great number of its readers are in America, 
the delay in mail service owing to the war, 
and the ill health of its editor, are given as 
the chief reasons. 

On January 17, the Catholic population 
living under the American flag was in- 
creased by about ten thousand. This was 
due to the recent passing of the Damish 
West Indies into the possession of the 
United States. Ecclesiastically, these isl- 
ands are part of the Diocese of Roseau, 
which has its episcopal See in the town of 
the same name, on the British Island of 
Dominica,

I am writing these few lines to your own 
good self to ask you for the love of God 
and St. Francis to do your best to help me 
to get a motor cycle. I can assure you that 
I badly need it. While I have no objection 
to spend myself and be spent in the service 
of Our Lord, yet I know that I could do 
much more and add some years to my life 
if I had this convenience to aid me in my 
missionary journeys. At present I have a 
push-bike, and upon my word it takes it out 
of me in this hilly country. When I return 
from a visit: to my Catechumenates I am 
not worth much. I expect that I lose sev- 
eral pounds in perspiration. Add to this 
the fact that I am very thin, so you must 
conclude that I cannot afford to lose much 
Then again I have Protestant Mis- 
sionaries in my district and needless to say 
they are well supplied with motor cycles. 
I speak the honest truth when I tell you that 
the motor cycle of theirs was the means 
of doing me out in one place. I went to 
a certain chief in a district to try and get 
a school or catechumenate. While I was 
there, the Protestants hearing of it came 
post haste on their motors, but knowing 
that I had won the day there, and knowing 
further that I was going on to the next chief 
for a similar purpose, they mounted their 
motor cycles and made off there, so when 
I arrived on my push-bike of course I found 
them before me with a rather sarcastic

smile on their faces; which gave me at 
once the idea that they had won the day, 
for they had been able to talk over the 
chief and elders to their religious persua- 
sions. However, I told them that I hoped 
one day to be able to be their equals as 
far as conveyance went. Just lately a Gov- 
ernment official called to see me, and he 
said “Father, you ought to get a motor 
cycle; look at the Protestant missionaries. 
They are able to visit all their out schools 
in a few hours without any difficulty. In 
fact, Father, I don’t know how you can con- 
stantly do those hilly journeys.” 

However, dear Father, I leave the matter 
to your consideration. I can assure you that 
I merely ask for a motor cycle that I may 
be able to do more work for God, and 
visit constantly those tribes who live far 
away. Surely, we cannot allow the whole 
district to be given over to Protestantism. 
If we had motor cycles we could keep in 
constant touch with our people, who are 
very scattered over a large area.

“Before I mention my request let me 
introduce myself to you. I am an Indian 
secular Missionary belonging to the Jesuit 
mission of Mangalore. Just a year ago my 
services were transferred to the Poona Jes- 
uit Mission, as the German priest had to 
leave the country. Since then my work 


is among the natives, both Catholics and 
My especial charge is a native 
This peo- 


Pagans. 
mission known as Madrasees. 
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ple, Reverend Father, in the literal sense 
of the word are poor, needy and unedu- 
cated. Their chief calling both men and 
women is to be bervants and cooks. The 
children of these poor people are left to 
their fate. Just a few months ago a Cath- 
olic Madrasee woman sold her son, about 
eleven years old, for ten rupees, namely, 
for about three dollars to a Mohamedan. 
Such is the poverty of some of these Cath- 
olic Madrasees. There is a school for these 
Madrasee children, and about sixty Catholic 
children besides Pagans attend this school. 
The parents not only cannot afford to pay 
the teachers, who are two in number, but 
even books, slates, clothes, and in some 
cases food are to be supplied them. Here 
are the pecuniary straits which I am in. 
At the moment when a good work for 
the conversion of souls is commenced, and 
money is lacking, naturally we say Deus 
providebit, but when it comes to the push 
we must run and beg from some one. So 
Father, I turn to you and the readers of 
Tue Lamp that I may continue the good 
work commenced. Would you not then 
kindly help me by your mite?” 





Father Henry Westropp, of Ahmedna- 
gar, India, has written to thank us for cer- 
tain alms we have sent him lately. We 
auote the following extract trom his letter: 
“I pity the children here, especially the 
little girls. They have to get out and pick 
up twigs and dried manure, etc., which 
they carry home on their heads for fuel; 
or stand on platforms all day in the fields, 
and drive away crows, etc., etc.; receiving 
no education and being sold at the age of 
twelve to some old fellow, they have never 
seen or liked, as a wife. Often they are 
driven out to toil, besides being expected to 
do housework and look after their families, 
to gain a few coppers for their lord’s drink. 
The wages of the women is only six to 
eight cents per day. They carry immense 





burdens on their heads and often have to 
walk for miles. 

“A Missionary can have as many children 
to bring up in the Christian Faith and to 
educate as he wants. Their parents will 
readily give them away on account of their 
poverty. Their support is small, for they 
wear little clothes and live mostly on native 
bread, sleep on the floor, and, in fact, have 
no furniture at all.” 

Remember that Father Westropp is one 
of our own American Missionaries, having 
spent years of devoted work among the 
Sioux Indians out in the Dakotas. He was 
present at a Missionary congress in Boston 
some years ago accompanied by two Sioux 
Chiefs dressed up in red blankets and 
feathers, constituting the most picturesque 
feature of that memorable Congress. Let 
us keep him supplied with all he needs to 
do his work. All offerings sent us for 
Father Westropp will be promptly for- 
warded to him.

THE FIRE AT ST. LABRE’S INDIAN 
MISSION, ASHLAND, MONTANA

It is nearly two years ago since Rev. G. 
Ladoux and myself, two priests of the So- 
ciety of St. Edmund, first “landed” among 
the good-hearted, happy-go-lucky cowboys 
of southern Montana. At Forsyth we parted 
companionship ; my colaborator stayed there 
and became the pioneer resident priest of 
that flourishing western town. I myself 
was destined to continue my journey to the 
very heart of Indian life. Since that time 
I have had my joys, my sorrows, my con- 
solations, my disappointments; but I still 
love my Red flock. 
ennes are reputed to be the most backward 
Redskins of all American Indians. When 
the great General Miles held the Cheyenne 


These northern Chey- 


tribe as prisoners of war, the majority of 
their warriors consented to settle down in 
the then Indian territory of Oklahoma. A 
few refractory chiefs such as Red Cloud, 
Old Bull, Sitting Bull (a Sioux Indian), 
and their followers refused to abide by the 
‘ decision of their elders. Three separate 
times they made an excursion to their old 
home on the Tongue River, each time pil- 
laging the settlers they met on their way, 
scalping men, women and children. Thus 
it cost the Government nearly $30,000,000 
in money and over a thousand soldiers were 
killed before these Indians became peace- 
ful American citizens. But that was long 
ago. Civilization is dawning upon them. 
Old Iron Tooth, a Cheyenne woman re- 
puted to be a centenarian, helped Scalp and 
strip the poor, unfortunate wounded sol- 
diers on Custer battlefield. Nowadays she 
is most friendly to the Ma-he-ye-no-Ve-ho 
(Holy White Man, as they call me), nor 
does she do anything more terrible than 
skin an unfortunate tabby cat or some poi- 
soned “fat dog” (they boil the poison out 
of the animal) whenever she feels like hav- 
ing an extra good meal. James Yellowhair, 
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the nephew of that vicious Chief Old Bull, 
left my room a few weeks ago after a most 
friendly chat. He said: “White House heap 
good mission, soon new moon then get new 
baby, then ten sleeps and then bring back 
papooses,” meaning he would send his chil- 
dren back to school as soon as his wife had 
had her new baby and was well enough to 
do without her older daughter. His chil- 
dren are now in school again. Last Fall at 
the Indian Fair, when their products were 
on exhibition, an old cowpuncher was heard 
to remark: “Why forty years ago these 
Cheyennes only raised hair (meaning scalp- 
ing) and now they raise wheat.” But why 
wonder at this wonderful change. Why be 
surprised that even the savage Cheyenne 
is softening. his heart towafd the white 
man’s habits. Has not the Government 
strained every nerve trying to bring civiliza- 
tion amongst the aborigines of this great 
and glorious land? Has not the belfry of St. 
Labre’s Mission Church stood on the edge 
of the wild and winding Tongue River for 
over a quarter of a century? Haye not the 
waters of this romantic river carried on its 
breast the pleasant singing of our mission 
bell calling the old bucks and squaws to 
their knees before their Creator, the Master 
of peace and civilization and calling the 
boys and girls to their school béoks and to 
learning? Why wonder at victory over 
savagery when scores of, holy nuns and 
priests have lived and died to save the souls 
and bodies of these poor, forgotten Chey- 
ennes in the backwoods of Montana? But 
now God has willed that this very fountain 
of learning and Catholicity be destroyed by 
ravenous fire. In January of this year those 
devoted friends of the Cheyennes fled from 
their convent and stood surrounded by their 
terror-stricken children, helplessly watching 
their work of years and years offered up to 
the Master Smoke and Destruction. 

We read in Holy Scripture that God per- 
mitted the evil one to harrass Job, a just 
man and God’s most holy friend. Today 
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that infernal spirit has once more had 
license to attempt destruction of God’s most 
sacred work. But just as Job of old tri- 
umphed in the end, so also we with God’s 
help, will conquer. My dear readers, your 
editor has already helped us recommence 
our work. May God bless him. Who 
amongst you will follow his excellent ex- 
ample. I know you are already hard 
pressed with other demands of charity. I 
know that the present high prices of living 
is a hard drain on your purse; I know that 
clouds of war are threatening you with 
further pecuniary expenses. Yet, I know 
that my Readers have good and stout 
hearts. A rope well-thrown will save a 
drowning man. A dollar sent to St. Labre’s 
Mission may save a poor Cheyenne child 
from destruction, both morally and physi- 
cally.

DOMINICAN FRIARS IN PORTO 
RICO LOSE ALL BY FIRE 


Father Martin Luyokx, Vicar Provin- 
cial of the Dominicans in Porto Rico, 
writes us the following letter: 

Calamity has come over us the very first 
days of this New Year. 

Sunday, the 7th, at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing our Fathers at Bayamon were aroused 
by the cry of: “Help, help, we are in dan- 
ger.” They opened their balcony doors 
and there in the front balcony the neigh- 
bors screamed for their life, because 
flames shut off their retreat to the stairs. 
Although it was sure that our house would 
he also destroyed, because there is no fire- 
apparatus in the town, the Fathers forgot 
their own interests, in order to save the life 

_of that family. 

But when they finished their dangerous 
“duty,-our house was already the prey of 
flames and so quickly was the fire spread- 
; ing, that; there. was ofily time enough left 
to save the archives of the parish, the upper- 
structure falling already, when: they :came 
jeut with the Jast books. 


A few minutes later, the rest of the 
house was in flames and all things lost: all 
our furniture, clothes, books, religious arti- 
cles, banners, the mementos of our beloved 
ones in Holland and of our friends in the 
States, all, all lost; even a collection of 
about 100,000 used stamps for the U-N-B-L. 
What we built up at so heavy a cost, with 
sacrifices known only to the dear Lord, 
with years of great economy, all is lost, 
except a debt of $1,500 which is still re- 
maining intact. 

You can perhaps imagine in what a sad 
condition our good Fathers are. “The good 
people of Bayamon and our kind Domini- 
can Sisters helped us in the most necessary 
things of lodging and clothes. But they 
cannot help us in the loss of about $6,000 
we sustained in this fire. 

With the kind permission and approval 
of our dear Bishop, I appeal to you, dear 
Father, to do your best for us in these 
awful circumstances. It is true, there must 
be many appeals coming in every day at 
your office in this awful war time, but: in 
these circumstances I suppose that ours 
may have a preference, due to the peculiar 
condition in which we are placed.

Anthony’s 
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A TRIP THROUGH MY MISSIONS 
By Rev. J. A. CAMPBELL B

Note: Ab uno disce omnes, (from the one 
learn of others) can be applied to Missions 
in the Southwest. The topography of the 
country may differ, the scattered Catholics 
may be of different nationalities, but as to 
difficulties in the path of the Missionary, they 
are practically the same everywhere.—Ed. 

Honk! Honk! Honk!—Well, are you 
ready? If so, get into my little Ford 
Jitney, given to me two years ago by sweet 
charity for the service ies 


plains years ago by the flow of the waters, 
exposing to view chalky cliffs from whose 
tops you can see a silvery ribbon of water 
glinting in the sunshine which is well nigh 
perpetual, as cloudy days are almost un- 
known on these plains, for when it rains 
the bottom of the heavens give way and it 
is usually over in a short time though you 
may have six inches of water to wade 
through for a little while even on the level 

plain-land. 
For convenience sake we shall begin our 
journey from the out- 





of the missions and we 
will make the rounds 
together. 

Yes, at this season 
the wind is somewhat 
sharp, and the ther- 
mometer marks 20 
above zero, but you 
must remember that a 
missionary does not 
choose his time to go, 
but must be there on 
the dot when services 
or sick calls are in ques- 
tion; and so button up 
your overcoat, put on 
your gloves, your fur 
ones, as there is a 30 
mile an hour wind 
blowing and _ going 
against it at 25 miles an hour will make 
it a wind of 55 miles an hour, which is 
pretty cold going at an elevation of 3,800 
feet above sea level. 

Well, you thought it was so hot in Texas, 
that we had flowers in bloom at this season, 
which would not apply even to central 
Texas but might go for San Antonio and 
certain Gulf parts, but not in the Panhandle 
of Texas, where the boundless plains give 
the cold winds a long sweep. The Texas 
plains look very much like a wavy sea, with 
here and there a deeper hollow, occasionally 
turning into a canyon, washed through the

skirts of Amarillo, a 
town of about ten thou- 
sand inhabitants as my 
missions begin two 
miles west of that city 
to extend along the 
borders of New Mex- 
ico and then deflecting 
into some of the lonely 
nooks of the plains, 
passing through Ran- 
dall, Deaf-Smith, Par- 
mer, Baily, Lamb, Ter- 
ry, and four other 
counties, ten in all 
when I make the full 
rounds. Amarillo 
means “yellow” and 





was so named from the 
many yellow blossoms, 
carpeting the plains in that locality with 
their golden splendor. 

We are following the Santa Fe Railway, 
the main line to Albuquerque and Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, and to Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. We are almost following the trails 
of the pioneer missionaries, and the little 
car will cross many a path that has been 
hallowed by the sandals of the lowly Fran- 
ciscan Padres in days of yore, as well as 
desecrated by the misdeeds of many a gold 
seeker making his way to California in the 
middle of the last century. Occasionally a 
skull or some other human bones will be 
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found, and not later than last year two 
skulls were found, one of which still carried 
the bullet that extinguished the light in 
the eyes of its roving owner. 

-assing by the Llano Cemetery, which 
marks the beginning of my missions, we 
salute the memory of the dead and especially 
of good Father Dunne, who used to have 
in his life twenty-two counties to roam 
over, and whom we buried on Oct. 5th last, 
in the church that he had just completed, 
his funeral Mass being the first service in it. 

We proceed 
at a lively gait 
towards Can- 
yon, passing 
the town-site 
of Zita, stop- 
ping an in- 
stant there to 
see a sick wo- 
man, a Mexi- 
can to whom 
we would like 
to give the 
Sacraments 
but she has 
two husbands 
and will not 
give up eith- 
er. The eter- 
nal question 
with Mexi- 
cans who 
work = along 
the 100 miles 
of railroad passing through my missions is 
a question of matrimony. They seem to have 
very little respect for the moral law, and will 
simply enter upon and dissolve their mar- 
riage relations at will; though this some- 
times results in a shooting scrap in which 
I am usually called to attend the dying 
party or both dying parties, as I have known 
it to happen. There is ever much protesta- 
tion of their “mucho Catolico” and a show 
of candles and holy pictures, and even if 
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they never go to Mass many of them would 
not sleep without velas, and sometimes I 
have known them to trudge miles and miles 
afoot to get some candles and holy water. 
The anti-Catholic laws of Mexico have done 
their work on the class of peons that come 
to labor in this Panhandle. They have 
kept a superstitious reverence for sacra- 
mentals and seemingly despise the sacra- 
ments. 

Now, hold- your breath as we are to 
descend into the depths of the canyon so 
as to reach 
Canyon City, 
a small but 
pretentious 
town of some 
twenty - five 
hundred — in- 
habitants plus 
a_ population 
of 600 pros- 
pective or ac- 
tual teachers, 
for here has 
the State of 
Texas placed 
one of its nor- 
mal _ schools. 

The descent 
is very steep 
by this ap- 


proach to

semi-cloud 
burst has dug 
a deep gully in the middle of the road 
so that we have to place the car 
astride it and go down cautiously so as 
not to enter the water-made fissure as 
that would mean»a turning over and per- 
haps—well, with this Missionary at the 
steering-wheel, you need not worry, he has 
plenty of nerve and goes through many 
other worse difficulties on his rounds. Pss, 
pss, pss, goes the little Ford as the brakes 
catch the axles, and as we near the bottom 
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of the cliff I give you the caution: hold 
yourself, for I am going to make the run 
to go up the next hill and there will be a 
pretty sharp turn at the creek between the 
two hills. The engine growls dissatisfac- 
tion, then spurts and we climb the next hiil 
gloriously and after crossing two railway 
tracks at sharp angles we are in Canyon. 

Let me present you to the President of 
the Faculty of the Normal School, the Hon. 
B. Cousins, a worthy man in many ways, 
and a most honorable and conscientious citi- 
zen. He will show us through the immen- 
sity of the State building for teachers, and 
will introduce you to Professor Guenther, 
a Catholic who holds the distinction of 
being the only one of his creed amongst 
the entire faculty. We have others with 
Irish names, but the name they have and 
nothing else. The churches have sent their 
best men here to engage in enlisting the 
sympathies of the Normal students, 600 of 
them, so as to create an atmosphere that 
will benefit them, as these students are go- 
ing later on into different parts of the State 
as teachers. At present the Catholic popu- 
lation of Canyon comprises four families, 
which I visit twice a month; but, if we 
could have a missionary in Canyon to get 
acquainted with all of these students and 
work amongst them what vast amount of 
prejudice and ignorance could he not dissi- 
pate in regard to the Catholic Church? We 
would like to do it; but it is a question of 
getting the funds. We have the man for 
it in Brother Lawrence, T.S.A., who is 
well known to the Readers of Tue Lamp. 
Sent by the Father Minister of the Friars 
of the Atonement to aid us as a lay Cate- 
chist, his former training and experience as 
a Presbyterian minister of the Southland, 
eminently fits him for the work. It is just 
a question of funds. If we had the money 
to support him, and to buy the necessary 
literature, we could, through Canyon, in 
time influence a goodly part of the Siate. 
The Paulists have recognized the necessity 


of such a work at the University of Texas 
and are doing immense good. . Why not 
treat the Normal School towns in the same 
manner ? 

Leaving the Normal we pass through the 
town, a mile in extent, on our way to the 
next stopping place, Hereford. We have 
already travelled eighteen miles and we 
have thirty-two more to go over before we 
stop again, and this time at headquarters. 

You want a cigar? Thank you, I do not 
smoke. I do not either, and as we are 
speeding along I have to watch the road 
pretty carefully and you can pass the time 
by looking at the country. That’s the smoke 
of a train ascending the Umbarger Hill. 
We are two miles behind it but we will 
easily pass it as we are lightly loaded and 
the ascent is six miles ineall. You will 
notice that the Santa Fe has placed here 
monstrous engines. We have seen on this 
part of the road at times engines 121 feet 
long, but every day we see those double 
engines, with two sets of pistons and cyl- 
inders, etc. They usually have two firemen 
to take care of their boilers and pull as 
many as eighty cars up the steepest grade. 

The twelve miles are soon over and we 
pass through Umbarger between the South 
and the North church. Once upon a time 
they, a few families, had built two rival 
churches there, but I disposed of the one 
and kept the other: and now they have a 
good old priest of their own and get along 
nicely. We would stop to see Father Dolje, 
but the time presses as we have eighteen 
more miles before we stop and therefore: 
chuck, chuck, goes the engine as we merrily 
advance along the way. Nothing to be 
seen but windmills and occasionally a ranch 
house. Here is the Green Valley with many 
sections of land, given to the prosaic but 
profitable business of raising mules. <A 
Chicago merchant is the owner. Here, is 
another cattle company and we call this 
place “Joel” and from here you have a view 
of Hereford; and were it in summer, you

might see it, some morning way up in the 
sky, as we have mirages in this part of the 
country. 

We have now reached the irrigation 
country, as Hereford is in that belt or 
zone, and smoke that you see arising on 
different points of the plain in spring and 
summer and fall time tells you that water 
is being pumped at the rate of about 1,800 
gallons each minute to irrigate immense 
fields of Alfalfa or sweet clover that feed 
numerous herds of hogs, which in turn

bring prosperity to their owners. 


ert,” in which neither man nor beast could 
live, has developed to be God’s chosen farm- 
ing country. As we approach Hereford 
we are met with trees at every turn and 
every place. Hereford is a little city of 
trees and wind mills, though it has a water 
and sewer system. It has a population of 
about 4,000 people, two schools, four 
churches besides the Catholic chapel which 
is in the district court room of the old 
court house; for the Antidote Building is 
the Deaf-Smith County Court House of 
former days. 

This court house has witnessed at least 
one thrilling tragedy, and as I am writing 
I can still see the bullet holes through the 
wall in front of me. They had a little 
western fight in this office between the 
sheriff and some outlaws, and the sheriff 
“got his men” as the saying goes. 

The Antidote building was bought some 
five years ago for a Catholic Church and 
School and as the few Hereford Catholics 
were unable to pay what they had con- 
tracted for the burden was transferred to 
The Antidote and that’s how The Antidote 
is now in possession allowing the Catholics 
to use a part of the second story as a chapel. 

Here I have twelve Catholic families 
only. Not numerous, but good and real 
students of Catholic doctrine. There is a 
Bible class in full swing to which non- 
Catholics are invited and welcome, afd 
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once in a while we get up some function 
to which we invite our separated friends; 
and by dint of placing wedges in that way 
we have dissipated much prejudice. The 
man with as good a name as anyone in the 
town and as good a credit and who is most 
consulted in delicate matters is the Catholic 
Priest. They have come to me in the 
dead of the night and began by stating: 
“Well, Brother, I know that you keep your 
mouth shut; and I must unload on some 
one,”—and then the tale would come out. 
We have reached that point here after sev- 
eral years of incessant labor where we can 
do much if we only had the means to sup- 
port the work. We need a church, we have 
none. There are a community of Sisters 
who would settle here, if we had the means 
to sustain them and rent or put up a school. 
The Antidote building was paid for by the 
work of my hands, working as a printer 
16 hours a day; but I am unable to do that 
any more as I have a bad heart and strain- 
ing lays me low. 

You could not find a better set of people 
anywhere than in Hereford; respectful, con- 
siderate. It used not to be so. I have 
had to dodge rocks when I first came here, 
and the cry of “Cat Priest” was often heard 
on the streets. 
from Ft. Worth two years ago~for the pur- 
pose of ruining The Antidote and the Cath- 
olics. After having gotten his public under

his sway he proposed wrecking the build- 
ing, etc., after making vile and sensational 
charges. I met him on his own platform, 
called for investigation of his charges if the 
preachers themselves would submit to in- 
vestigation. I had inside facts—they re- 
fused to be investigated, the public laughed 
and Norris went his way before schedule 
time, forced by the better element in town 
who resented his attacks. He came to curse, 
like-Balaam, but the result was a blessing. 
If we only could get a school in here how 
many converts could we not make?

We know 
that the hearts of our Catholic hospital Sis- 
ters abound in the loving spirit of their 
Master, and that to their charity there is 
no limit. They only need to be informed 
about conditions, and if an outlet for their 
charity, is provided they will only be too 
glad to lend a helping hand. 

If this department of Tue Lamp does 
nothing else but arouse the army of Re- 
America, de- 
voted to the Cause of the sick at home, to 
the needs of the pagans in the Field Afar, 
the day will soon pass when it can be said 
of the Bombay other 
province in the Foreign Field, that the Prot- 
estants have hospitals by the dozens and 
the Catholics have none. 

We hope to publish a list in our next 
issue of Catholic hospitals that have been 
enrolled in the Medical Branch of the 
U. N. B. L., and we trust that the list 
will continue to lengthen until-all, or nearly 
all, the Catholic hospitals in Armerica are 
so enrolled. Then we shall see something

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FRIENDLY CONFERENCES WITH 
OUR SEPARATED BRETHREN

Another “Church Unity Octave” has 
passed. From all sides comes the evidence 
that it was observed by a greater number 
of devoted souls than ever before. 

The Editor of Tue Lamp has given the 
writer of this article the great privilege of 
reading a number of letters that he has 
received from Anglican Bishops and cler- 
gymen, who all write most cordially and 
charitably about their happiness in being 
able to unite with us in prayer for the glo- 
rious cause of Church Unity. < 

We make no apology for being especially 
interested in Anglicans. Was not THE 
Lamp an Anglican paper? Is it not amongst 
the Anglicans above all others who are at 
present outside the unity of the Church, that 
the renewed solicitude for the Re-union of 
Christendom is to be found? 

The reading of these letters would move 
the heart of any man to do all in his power 
to meet the writers in the spirit of fraternal 
charity. These touching testimonies to 
good faith and true hearts do not come 
merely from the ranks of High Church- 
men. All classes of Episcopalianism show 
that they”are interested. We couid have 
understood how some might have treated 
the call to prayer with suspicion and even 
scorn. We would not have biamed them, 
because they might be expected to think 
that this invitation from us, was after all 
only a._scheme to further the private inter- 
ests of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Then, again, they might nourish resent- 
ment at the thought of what they con- 
sider to be a betrayal of trust on our part, 
who were once with them but now seem 
to be against them. These good men

Christ, knowing well what we mean by that 
word “Unity”. : 

What a wonderful change this attitude 
of mind attests! People are no longer 
frightened at the mention of the word 
“Rome.” The glorious old See of° Peter 
is once more being longingly regarded as 
a centre of fraternal harmony. Rome is 
again the City of Refuge to which all roads 
lead. 

This non-Catholic respect for the Pope 
and the Catholic Church is evidenced every- 
where. Nations which in recent years flouted 
the spiritual authority of the Holy Father, 
are now eagerly trying to get his ear. One 
word from him in this present clash of Em- 
pires would be of more value than the 


.mandates of Kings and Princes. 


And this is the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the revolt of Luther, who thought 
that he had killed the Papacy. Who can 
get a word of encouragement now from 
anything that Luther taught? Who will 
dare to stand up and say, in view of the sac- 
rifice of untold millions in the past centu- 
ries of inter-Christian bloodshed and ‘hatred, 
that they are glad that the unity of Chris- 
tendom was shattered and that they would 
be sorry to see it restored? 


The Sine-Qua-Non of Unity 


Yes and how is it to be restored without 
the Pope? This is the thought of the hour 
amongst all good men, The Church Unity 
Octave is a proof of this. It began amongst 
a tiny band of Anglicans. It is now world- 
wide in its scope.. It is blessed by the Su- 
preme Pontiff. As the years go by it will 
spread its influence deeper. Every time 
it is observed, it immediately produces re- 
markable fruits in conversions to the Faith, 
but it does something more valuable than 
this, it wears down prejudices, it rouses 
and promotes Christian charity and it 
makes us all, ‘Catholic and non-Catholic 
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alike, realize that the name of Christ by 
which we are called is a glorious heritage. 

There are a few amongst our non-Catho- 
lic brethren, who although wishing to be 
charitable, are somewhat at a loss to under- 
stand how we cati ask them to pray for 
their own conversion to Catholicism. They 
say, very fairly, that our idea of Church 
Unity can only mean the submission of all 
non-Catholics, including themselves, to the 
See of Rome. If this is so, then they must 
either use the prayer prescribed in a differ- 
ent sense to that which we give it, or else 
they must admit that they are not acting 
honestly in remaining apart from the Papal 
Communion. Now if they use the prayer 
in a sense contrary to that which was in 
the mind of the compiler, then they are not 
praying with us, but in a sense, praying 
against us! 

This would seem to be a very reasonable 
We hasten to explain that there 
was no intention on the part of those who 
invited them to pray, to place them in an 
Suppose they had 
been asked to say one “Our Father” for 
the interests of Church Unity. Surely this 
would have raised no difficulty. The fact 
that men’s minds differ upon how Church 
Unity is to be brought about is certainly 
evidenced by the present divided condition 
of Christendom.” It is to a large extent 
a difference of ideals, combined, of course, 
with the influence of environment, that pre- 
vents immediate Re-union from being pos- 
sible.

If we are to pray together honestly, then 
we are bound to start with different con- 
ceptions of how the object of our prayer 
is to be accomplished. If we all said the 
Lord’s Prayer together, we should still be 
at issue upon the meaning of “Thy King- 
dom come.” This is an unavoidable diffi- 
culty. But pray we all can. And that is 
the really important thing. The answer to 
our prayer is in the hands of God. 
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No Change of Belief in the Catholic Church 

Another misunderstanding has arisen. 
Some regard our invitation to keep the 
Church Unity Octave as an evidence of 
a change of belief on the part of the Cath- 
olic Church. As one writer expresses it: 
“Hitherto your Church has considered that 
its organization is the only one of Divine 
appointment, and if that be so you are quite 
right in looking for Unity by all the rest of 
the Christian Organizations coming into 
the Organization of the Roman Church. 
I am delighted to see that this impossible 
position you are abandoning * * * I hail 
with delight your altered position.” 

Perhaps it will help to explain our pur- 
pose, if we call attention to the Conference 
on Faith and Order that the - Episcopal 
Church has been trying to arrange for sev- 
eral years. Now we are sure that Dr. Man- 
ning, of New York, who has been one of the 
most ardent promoters of this Conference, is 
quite convinced that the Faith of the Epis- 
copal Church is absolutely orthodox, and 
that it cannot in any way be changed. He 
is also as strongly assured that the “Order” 
of the Christian Church can only be found 
where Episcopacy has been maintained. 
This does not prevent him from urging a 
conference of all Christians to discuss 
“Faith and Order” with a view to Church 
Unity. 

It is exactly because he is convinced that 
he is right, that he is fearless in meeting 
all others to confer with them. A con- 
ference does not necessitate a compromise. 
To suppose that. Unity can only be promoted 
by mutual concession is to anticipate the 
very purpose of the conference! A con- 
ference only supposes mutual forbearance 
and charity. If we get that far, then truth, 
wherever it may lead, has at least an 
opportunity to make itself heard. 

No-one is so foolish as to suppose that 
the worthy men who have promised to take 
part in this conference are all going there 
to declare that they are wrong themselves, 
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and that possibly everyone else is wrong, 
too. The conference is only possibie for 
those who are brave enough and strong 
enough in faith to be convinced that they 
are in the right. If it is possible to get 
such people together, it will be found that 
there is more positive faith in the world 
than men dreamt of. -It will also be found 
that there will be a very large measure of 
agreement, and the agreement will all be 
upon what are known as articles of the 
Catholic Faith. 
Valid and Conditional Baptism 

In asking non-Catholics to pray with us 
we are mindful that they are Christians. 
They have for the most part been baptized 
validly. It is-true that when they are “re- 
ceived back” into the unity of the Church, 
it is customary to bestow “conditional bap- 
tism” upon them. This is not done, as has 
been so often asserted, to make them be- 
lieve that they were never baptized. On 
the contrary it is a ‘testimony to the fact 
that they have already received some form 
of baptism. It is only amongst non-Cath- 
olics that lay-baptism has been repudiated. 

If we denied their previous baptism we 
should then baptize them absolutely. This is 
never done unless there is positive evidence 
that no form of baptism was ever admin- 
istered. We cannot understand how any 
reasonable person could object to a “condi- 
tional baptism” as a mere matter of caution. 
No reasonable person ever does. 

It is on this basis of a common devotion 
to Christ, and “one Baptism” that we appeal 
to them as friends to pray with us. We 
don’t even assert that they are excommu- 
nicated. The form of absolving converts 
from heresy, specifically states: “I absolve 
thee from the bond of excommunication 
which perchance thou hast incurred; and I 
restore thee to the holy Sacraments of the 
Church, and to the communion and unity 
of the faithful.” 

Who cannot see that the Church receives 
the baptized convert as a son who always 


belonged to the Church by reason of his bap- 
tism? He is restored to his place at the 
family table, to his place that has always 
been kept vacant for him. 


The Basis of Christian Brotherhood , 

Some years ago there was a great deal 
said in the Anglican Church papers about 
the Sacrament of Baptism being the real 
basis of Christian brotherhood. Surely 
that is exactly what the Catholic Church 
teaches. With this difference, however, 
that she realizes that something more is 
needed in a family besides blood relation- 
ship. There must also be visible unity. 
The prodigal son belongs to the family by 
birth, but he is only a dutiful son when he 
obeys the Head of the family and sits at 
his proper place in the family circle. The 
father can repudiate the son, and the son 
can repudiate the father, in spite of their 
close blood relationship. 


The Difference Between Unity of the Church 
and Unity of Christendom 

From these thoughts it will be seen that 
Catholics do not alter their position when 
they pray for Unity. There is all the dif- 
ference in the world between the Unity of 
the Church and the Unity of Christendom. 
Catholics can never doubt that the Church 
is indefectible. She can neither be de- 
stroyed nor divided. If she were divided, 
she would be instantly destroyed. Her prin- 
ciple of life is single and indivisible. But 
this does not prevent her members from 
being divided from her, and thereby ceas- 
ing to be live and active members. They 
fall from her like the twigs and the leaves 
fall from the tree. But unlike the nature 
of physical trees, the spiritual tree of the 
Church is capable of being re-engrafted 
with those leaves and twigs that in the order 
of natural things would be past restoration. 

The division of Christendom is a serious 
loss to the Church, but not a vital one. The 
Re-Union of Christendom, although not es- 
sential to the Church’s Unity, would be a 
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most glorious blessing to her. The Church 
needs the non-Catholics not to sustain ‘ier 
life, but to enhance her beauty, to lighten 
her burdens, to strengthen her position, and 
to prove her Mission convincingly. 

It is in the spirit of our Lord’s High 
Priestly prayer that we call upon our non- 
Catholic brethren to pray with us. Our 
Lord knew that His Church could never 
fail. But he knew that individuals could 
fail and he prayed for these. He prayed 
because he knew that if large numbers fell 
from the Church, and organized against it, 
then the world would not be able to believe 
His Gospel so readily. 

We, therefore, urge non-Catholics to pray 
with us, without in the least changing our 
position. We admit, nay we ceaselessly 
declare that there can be no Unity of Chris- 
tendom without a universal submission to 
the Holy See. It was on account of this 
conviction that Tue Lamp was founded. It 
is by reason of this belief that it is main- 
tained. Yet we ask non-Catholics to pray 
with us, because we need them and they 
need us. We ask them to pray honestly. 
How else could they pray? We urge them 
to pray even if they believe that the Papacy 
should be destroyed. 

In doing this there is no inconsistency 
on our part, for prayer opens the heart to 
the influence of the Holy Spirit, and it is 
He alone that makes men of one mind in 
a house. Our request for their prayers is 
an evidence of our conviction, not of our 
lack of it. 

A recent report from Rome tells of the 
appointment of a commission to deal with 
the question of Re-Union. This was to 
be expected of a Pope, who has already 
given His blessing to the honest efforts of 
the Anglicans who are promoting the Con- 
ference on Faith and Order. It was unfor- 
tunate that the report misinterpreted the 
purpose of this commission. 

We are assured that the Commission has 
nothing to do with Anglican Orders, as was 
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immediately rumored. The Catholic Church 
knows nothing of any Branch Theory. The 
possession of valid orders does not bring 
the Greeks or Armenians any nearer to mu- 
tual love and union with ourselves. The 
Pope’s solicitude is for all non-Catholic 
Christians, whether they receive valid Sac- 
raments. or not.« He wishes to unite with 
the Holy See, all who name the adorable 
name of Christ. He makes no different 
“advance” to the Anglicans than he does 
to the Methodists. 

It is a notorious fact that since the revolt 
of Luther, all the “advances” that have been 
made towards Re-Union, have come from 
the Apostolic See. Witness the love with 
which Leo XIII appreached the Greek Pa- 
triarchs and note the insolent answer that 
he received from them. Even at the Coun- 
cil of Trent, it was the Pope that was 
anxious to bring the seceders into confer- 
ence. It was the Protestants that moved 
heaven and earth to prevent it. It is the 
same now. The Church can afford to offer 
the hand of friendship, not at the cost of 
truth, but in the secure possession of it. 


HOW TO BE A PREACHER 


Rev. Billy Sunday gave the faculties and 
students of the Episcopal Theological Seminary, 
the Harvard Divinity School and the Andover 
Theological Seminary pointers on liow to become 
a successful preacher. He said in part: 

“Don’t be upstage when you are preaching. 
Many preachers fail because they try to make 
butter by milking a dry cow. I know the fellow 
in the street. He has three languages, profanity, 
obscenity and the vernacular. I won't lower 
myself to speak his profanity or his obscenity; 
but I will speak his vernacular. People call me 
vulgar because I do this. I’m of the common 
people. 

“I'll tell you how I write my sermons. I 
haven’t got an original mind. My mind is of 
the suggestive type. I hear a fellow say some- 
thing, or I read something in the newspapers or 
magazines that suggests an idea to me. I clip it 
or write it on a piece of paper and put it in an 
envelope. From t’me to time I add to the ideas 
in the envelope, and pretty soon I’ve got a whole 
new sermon.”—E-xchange. 
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CARDINAL GIBBONS ON WOMAN 
SUFFRAGE 


In his message to the National y\ssocia- 
tion Opposed to Woman Suffrage, which 
was read to the convention assembled in 
Washington by Mgr. William T. Russell, 
Cardinal Gibbons said: 


“The paramount influence which woman ex- 
erts as queen of the domestic kingdom, where she 
reigns not by force, but by persuasion; not by 
statute law, but by the law of love engraven in 
her heart, forces me to believe that her condition 
would not be improved if she entered into the 
arena of politics. 

“Equal rights do not imply that both sexes 
should engage promiscuously in the same pur- 
suits, but that each should discharge those duties 
which are adapted to its physical constitution. 
The insistence on a right of participation in active 
political life is undoubtedly calculated to rob 
woman of all that is amiable and gentle, tender 
and attractive; to rob her of her grace of char- 
acter and give her nothing in return but mascu- 
line boldness and effrontery. Its advocates are 
habitually preaching akout woman’s rights and 
prerogatives, and have not a word to say about 
her duties and responsibilities. They withdraw 
her from those obligations which properly be- 
long to her sex and fill her with ambition to 
usurp positions for which neither God nor na- 
ture ever intended her. 

“When I deprecate female suffrage, I am plead- 
ing for the dignity of. woman. I am contending 
for her honor, I am striving to perpetuate those 
peerless prerogatives inherent in her sex; those 
charms and graces which exalt womankind and 
make her the ornament and coveted companion 
of man. Woman is queen indeed, but her empire 
is the domestic kingdom. The greatest political 
triumphs she would achieve in public life fade 
into insignificance compared with the serene 
glory which radiates from the domestic shrine 
and which she illumines and warms by her 
conjugal and motherly virtues. If she is am- 
bitious of the dual empire of public and private 
life, then, like the fabled dog beholding his 
image in the water, she will lose both—she will 
fall from the lofty pedestal where nature and 
Christianity have placed her and will fail to 
grasp the sceptre of political-authority from the 
strong hand of her male competitor. 


Dangers of Innovations 


“T still hold the same views on woman suf- 
frage, already so often expressed—that the ballot 


would drag woman from her domestic duties 
into the arena of politics and rob her of much 
of her charm, goodness and true influence. 

“I regard ‘woman’s rights’. women and the 
leaders of the new school of female progress as 
the worst enemies of the female sex. I wish I 
could impress on American women the dangers 
that would attach to such innovations. I wish 
I could show them the ultimate result of par- 
ticipating in public life. It has but one end—the 
abandonment or at least the neglect of the home. 

“The most precious undeveloped asset of any 
nation is its children. An all-wise God, through 
the law of nature, has committed this precious 
treasure in a special manner to the mother. Any 
cccupation, however alluring in its specious pre- 
tense, which draws woman’s attention from her 
most exalted duties of motherhood will result in 
detriment to the nation and the race. Women 
cannot vote intelligently unless they give time 


. to an intelligent study of political questions, and 


all such time taken from the household wil! be 
injurious to the future generation by robbing it 
of its natural right, a mother’s care, without giv- 
ing to the present generation any appreciable 
benefit in the purifying of the ballot. 

“As far as I have observed, it appears that 
woman suffrage, to the extent that it has been 
granted in this country, has not changed the 
result of the election. There has been a larger 
vote, but the results have been the same as they 
would have been if women had not voted. Thus 
it seems that our political life has not been 
benefited or purified by the entrance of woman 
into the political arena. 





SAINT FRANCIS OF ASSISI

He sought no honors that the world could 
give; 
Nor craved the riches of a favored few. 
His aim in life, was but to serve His God, 
Hence, both in thought and deed was 
pure and true. 

The spirit voice of conscience was his guide, 
And duty’s path he trod all fearlessly, 
Not faltering when the way was dark and 

steep 

But blindly trusting where he could not 
see. 

Saint Francis of Assisi pray for me. 
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The proposal is now taking definite shape 
to erect throughout England wayside 
shrines or Crucifixes, in memory of the 
dead. This is a practical instance of the 
effect of Continental Catholicism upon the 
mind of the British soldier; for the idea 
is said to have been imported by him. Re- 
ferring to this, the New York Sun says: 

“The frequency of those wayside shrines 
which dot the landscape of France ‘still 
keeps alive in cruel times the savor of an 
Old World piety. These outward appeals 
to a primitive faith must needs awaken 
many thoughts in the minds of men who 
are thrown violently back on the elemental 
facts of life and death, and a clear visuali- 
zation, however crude or casual, of the 
greatest Sacrifice in history cannot fail to 
touch the hearts of men who are challeng- 
ing Eternity for the sake of others. 

“The acceptance of the symbolic force 
of a simple object at a time of crisis in 
their life appears to have prompted the 
expression of a wish by British soldiers 
that some sort of counterpart of the way- 
side shrines of France might exist at home. 
Men and women accordingly have hastened 
to adopt the suggestion of the British 
Tommy.

“One by one London parishes have fol- 
lowed the example, and now these simple 
expedients to piety are appearing every- 
where to beautify and hallow the streets of 
the capital.” 

And to us who are interested in Reunion, 
this appears a deeply cheering example of 
reversion to type. In what other Protestant 
country under the sun would a sudden out- 
butst of national fervor, or devotion to the 
memory of its dead, perpetuate itself in 
the erection of wayside shrines and crosses? 

We have the happy explanation in what 
the Bishop of Clifton calls “The Latin Tra- 
dition.” We quote as follows from His 
Lordship’s address before an anniversary 
meeting of The Catholic Truth Society, 
London: 

“The Latin tradition was born in this 
island on the day when Augustine, sent 
from Rome by Gregory, set foot on these 
shores. But it was the work of Theodore, 
Monk of Tarsus, his sixth successor in the 
See of Canterbury, to stamp that tradition 
upon the people’s life. Their first break 
with that tradition came with the change 
of religion. Protestant writers described 
that change as a national uprising against 
the hated Roman jurisdiction, but it was 
only after an able and despotic king had 
proved himself stronger than the spiritual 
power of Rome that the people of England 
were divorced from their Roman allegiance, 
and there was abundant evidence that they 
were divorced from it at first against their 
will. Protestantism never was the genuine 
outgrowth of the English mind; it was not 
here, as elsewhere, a fierce uprising against 
137 











corruption, alleged or real, but the chance 
outcome of a king's matrimonial quarrel. 
* * * Too long had the Latin tradition 


been twined with the fibres of their national 
being for the Protestant Reformation to 
wholly stamp it out of the life and heart 
of the English people. It was the pith of 
whatever sound religion and sane philoso- 
phy they possessed. Their education had 
been moulded upon it. The imagination 
of their youth had been fed on it. Their 
best poets had drunk deep of its streams, 
from Chaucer and Shakespeare to our own 
Francis Thompson. When, after two cen- 
turies of convulsion, the Stuart cause went 
down forever, its light seemed to flash into 
total eclipse. Yet not all the Guelphs and 
all the Pitts extinguished it. Nor did.all 
the Carlyles and Freemans and Arnolds 
overwhelm it.” 

It is to the awakening of this Latin Tra- 
dition or Catholic Subconsciousness, call it 
what we will, that we look, as the efficient 
factor in the conversion of England. The 
great primary cause must be, of course, the 
Divine bestowal of the gift of Faith. 

The Anglican Bishop of Bloemfontein 
has written a book called The English 
Church and Reunion. In it he says some 
admirably frank things, indeed so very 
frank that we turn again to the title page 
to assure ourselves that the writer is really 
an Anglican Bishop. However, there is no 
doubt about that, so one Church of England 
prelate is seeing things and saying them. 
Here are some: 

The Church of England has failed pre-emi- 
nently in the maintenance of discipline and ex- 
ercise of authority. * * * In practice she is 
often deplorably false to her principles.” 

She is charged with cowardice and slackness in 
upholding her divinely-given authority and in 
maintaining true ideals of worship. God forbid, 
the Bishop exclaims, that the Church of the future 
should be the English Church as it manifests it- 
self in present-day practice. He wishes the num- 
ber of those who go to confession were enor- 
mously increased, and adds that, the Prayer Book 
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is plain enough on the subject of priestly absolu 
tion, which is the principal power mentioned in 
the ordination formula. ~ 

The cure for all deficiencies, the Bishop of 
Bloemfontein urges, is the re-uniting of Christen- 
dom. Under present conditions, good Anglican 
spells bad Catholic, just as good Roman does 
(whatever he means by that!). As yet our princi- 
ples are seen by the world over-stated, distorted, 
and caricatured. English Christianity has its 
heart eaten out by disunity, which is not to be 
ignored and covered over with a coating of 
comity and co-operation, a shallow and falla- 
cious veneer of uniformity. After all, the Church 
exists to preach a distinct and definite doctrine of 
redemption, not to gather all people of piety and 
good will into a vague and flabby fellowship. 


And then with that characteristic incon- 
sistency so puzzling to Catholics and so 
fundamental to Anglicanism, we find scat- 
tered through the book such remarks as 
these: 

The Anglican presentation of religion is most 
likely to meet the needs of the coming age! (Ex- 
clamation ours.) and it is better to run even a 
great risk of lawlessness and laxity than to en- 
force everywhere an outward obedience which is 
not of grace or of the spirit, and is uninspired by 
love or loyalty. , 

When will the rulers of the Church of 
England see not only the present defects 
they deplore, but be able likewise to trace 
with wide open eyes, these same deplorable 
effects straight to their cause, 7. ¢., the post 
Reformation position of the Anglican 
Church. Meanwhile we thank God that 
they are half awake!

A Great Anglican Change 


We fear that if the Church of England Protes- 
tants of a hundred years ago or less could hear 
the Anglicans of today talking on religion or 
could read their writings in regard to it they 
would turn in their graves. Doctrines which filled 
them with alarm are now accepted by Anglicans 
without demur. In last week’s issue of the 
Church Times appears a letter in defence of the 
doctrine of Purgatory which shows that the 
writer, Mr. A. H. Baverstock, has been carefully 
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studying our theological authors who treat of the 
subject. Though apparently an Anglican, he 
maintains that the Tridentine definition, “that 
there is a Purgatory and that the souls detained 
there are aided by prayer and especially by the 
offering of the Holy Sacrifice” summarises the 
common belief of Christians from considerably 
before the days of St. Augustine. At a meeting 
of Anglicans in All Saints’ Church Hall, Mar- 
garet street, on Sunday last the Rev. I. W. Green- 
street said a chaplain was necessary in every 
school; daily Mass should be voluntary, and there 
should be opportunities for a boy to go to con- 
fession. And Mr. Ian Malcolm, M. P., said what 
was wanted was a Catholic revival in the public 
schools. He would like to see Mr. G. K. Chester- 
ton infusing into the masters the almost reckless 
gaiety of the Catholic religion. It is not so many 
years since such a speech might have cost Mr. 
Malcolm his seat in Parliament. If the Anglicans 
have not reached the Catholic Church they are 
trying to approach it. 


LATEST BULLETIN OF WORLD 
CONFERENCE ON FAITH 
AND ORDER 

Epitor’s Note: Mr. Robert H. Gardiner, 
Secretary of the World's Conference Com- 
mission, has sent us a copy of Bulletin No. 
11, which we gladly submit to our Readers’ 
perusal. 

The World Conference on Faith and 
Order has secured the appointment of sixty 
Commissions covering almost every quarter 
of the globe and representing a considera- 
ble number of the important Communions. 

The European war has prevented the 
issuance of formal invitations to the Roman 
Catholic Church, the Holy Eastern Ortho- 
dox Church of Russia, of Greece, and of 
other nations, to the other Eastern Churches 
and to the Protestant Churches on the 
Continent of Europe which come within 
the scope of the Conference as confessing 
Jesus Christ as God and Saviour. 

Notwithstanding the war, a large corre- 
spondence has been-carried on with eminent 
members of the European and Eastern 
Churches. Pope Benedict XV has ex- 
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pressed his warm interest in the movement 
and promised his personal prayers, as have 
many other Roman Catholics in high office. 
Distinguished members of the Russian 


Church have cordially approved the project 
of the Conference. Articles about it have 
been printed in a number of ecclesiastical 
magazines in Europe—Roman Catholic, 
Russian, Greek and Protestant—and dis- 
tinguished Protestants in various parts of 
Europe have also expressed approval. 


As, however, almost ail the Communions 
in’ North America had appointed Com- 
missions, it was felt wise that they should 
attempt preliminary work while waiting 
for the opportunity to secure the coopera- 
tion of the Communions whose headquar- 
ters are in Europe. Therefore, the North 
American Preparation Committee was ap- 
pointed, which met at Garden City, New 
York, January 23-24, and which organizea 
by the appointment of the following off- 
cers:

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FAREWELL LETTER FROM THE 
REVEREND HARRY WILSON, 
EDITOR OF THE AMERICAN 
CATHOLIC, TO THE READERS 
OF THE SAME.

25, 1917, the Reverend Harry Wilson, Edi- 
tor of the American Catholic, the monthly 
organ of the “Catholic Party” in the Epis- 
copal Church, addressed the following 
printed letter to the subscribers and other 
readers of the Magazine. We regret that 
lack of space prevents us from giving the 
full text of this very interesting commu- 
nication. The first Editor and founder of 
the American Catholic was the Reverend 
J. A. M. Richey, who some years ago made 
his submission to the Catholic Church and 
is now Managing Editor of the Western 
Catholic, Quincy, Illinois. — 


My Dear FRIENDs: | 

It is with great sadness that I write these 
lines of farewell to the readers of The 
American Catholic, many of whom I have 
learned to regard as personal friends and 
to whom I owe much for their ‘kindness, 
generosity and unwavering support. It is 
this which has made the eight years dur- 
ing which I have been editor of The Ameri- 
can Catholic an undiluted pleasure. 

The pain ‘of parting is greatly enhanced 
by the fact that I have to make an an- 
nouncement which will undoubtedly cause, 
not only surprise; but grief and pain to 
most of them; namely, that I hope shortly 
to make my submission to the successor of 
St. Peter.

Of course the easiest thing for me to 
do would be to say nothing about it in the 
paper, but quietly to retire and “go over” 
at some later period, but I camict think 
that in doing so I should be doing justice 
to a large number of our subscribers who 
have looked to The American Cathlic for 


help and guidance. I want to be absolutely 
straightforward down to the very last word 
that I shall say to them as editor, and not 
to leave any room for misconception. 

I do net intend to attempt to explain all 
my reasons for taking this step—the reasons 
which have convinced me of the justice of 
the claims of Rome, would probably sound 
as futile in their ears as in the past they 
have in mine—it is sufficient to say that I 
have looked into them afresh, and have be- 
come firmly convinced of the truths which 
they support. 

Undoubtedly the first step was due to 
the action of the last General Convention 
in refusing to amend the “Divorce Canon” 
which permits remarriage after divorce. 
Before this happened I had no more idea 
of “going over to Rome” than you have, 
dear reader, at the present moment. I had 
not contemplated the possibility of the Con- 
vention refusing to revise the Canon, and 
their action came to me as a tremendous 
shock, and led me seriously to consider 
whether the Episcopal Church were truly 
a part of the Holy Catholic Church. 

Of course the vote of the General Con- 
vention proved nothing one way or the other 
in this regard, but it undoubtedly shook 
my confidence in the Episcopal Church, and 
made me determine to reconsider my whole 
position. I soon realized how very one- 
sided one had always been in regarding the 
claims of the Roman Communion, and how 
much one’s prejudices in favor of the An- 
glican Communion had influenced one’s 
faith. 

It was very wonderful how the moment 
that one had taken this stand one thing 
after another arose, all pointing in the 
same direction. For instance, a study of the 
debates in the General Convention, as re- 
ported in the Church papers, revealed how 
Protestantism ruled in the representative 
assembly of the Episcopal Church. Read- 
ing these debates it was very hard to con- 
ceive that anyone could regard the Episco- 




















pal Church as being truly Catholic. Then 
again, I was at-that time preparing for 
the November issue of The American Cath- 
olic, a summary of a pamphlet by Dr. Lu- 
cius Waterman, in which the following 
paragraph appeared : 

“T feel that the Roman System does pre- 
serve the Evangelical Religion, and nourish 
men in it, and will always do so. I consider 
that the Protestant system is bound to lose 
its hold on Evangelical Religion. I see 
this process going on before my eyes.” 

In face of this I had to ask myself 
whether the Roman Catholic Church is not 
doing now, here in this country, exactly 
what she has been doing all through the 
ages. Ever since the beginning, has she 
not been holding the essentials, both in 
faith and morals, in the midst of schism 
and opposition all around her? 

I happened also at the time of the Gen- 
eral Convention to be studying a book en- 
titled “The Truth about Christian Science” 
by Father Searle, a learned Catholic theo- 
logian. In the sixth chapter of this book 
the author compares the claim of Mrs. Eddy 
to have received a direct revelation from 
God, to the claims of the Papacy. With 
regard to the latter he says: 

“Catholics are so far from imagining that 
even the Pope, though divinely commis- 
sioned as successor to the Apostles, has the 
power which they had, to receive or promul- 
gate new revelation. The sphere of his 
infallibility is simply to determine * * * 


- what they had received from Christ or from 


the Holy Ghost. * * *” 

It struck me very forcibly that if this 
were the infallibility of the Pope, it con- 
trasted favorably with the fallibility of the 
General Convention. It seemed to me that 
in the matter of morals, and of course also 
of faith, what we need above all things is 
an infallible guide if it is only to tell us 
what the Holy Scriptures really mean. Also 
that nothing could be worse than an author- 
iity in this sphere like a General Conven- 
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tion which is able to change its mind every 
three years. 

About this time also I received a letter 
from a Catholic-minded Englishman which 
contained the following statement: 

“The Church of England has always dis- 
countenanced missions to Roman Catholics 
in Roman Catholic countries, notably in 
Spain, and the Episcopal Church * * * 
has taken the same position in regard to 
missions to Roman Catholics in Mexico; 
and this notwithstanding the fact that the 
Roman Church is in error when measured 
by the Anglican standard. If then, the 
error of these bodies in Spain and Mexico 
and elsewhere is admittedly not serious 
enough to justify separation in such coun- 
tries, it needs something more serious than 
these same errors to justify a position of 
separation from the Roman Church in the 
United States.” 

More than two months passed away, and 
it need scarcely be said that this subject oc- 
cupied one’s thoughts during the whole time. 
Early in the proceedings I had seen my 
Bishop and informed him that I was re- 
considering my position ; also I discontinued 
sending out “renewal notices” to our sub- 
scribers as soon as it became probable that 
I should sever my connection with the Epis- 
copal Church. Finally I came-to the fol- 
lowing conclusion, namely that: 

The Primitive Church was undoubtedly 
infallible, because our Lord promised the 
guidance of the Holy Ghost, the Spirit of 
Truth, to His Church; also the decrees of 
Oecumenical Councils are certainly the 
Voice of the Holy Ghost, for S. James said 
at the Council of Jerusalem “it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost and to us” (Acts xv. 28). 

Our Lord also- promised that the Holy 
Spirit. should abide with His Church For- 
EVER (S. John xiv. 16). Consequently the 
true Church must be just as infallible now 
as it was in the Early Ages, and must speak 
infallibly through its Councils now, as it did 
then. 
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To believe that the Church has been split 
into three parts, teaching different doctrines 
as the truth, as for instance on tha subject 
of the Papacy, is to believe that the Holy 
Spirit has ceased to guide the Church into 
all truth; that the Church has ceased to be 
infallible and that the Holy Ghost has 
teased to speak through its Councils. 

Since the separation of the Greeks in the 
eleventh century the Roman Church has 
continuously claimed to be the Holy Cath- 
olic Church, and that her Councils, twelve 
in number, held since the separation, are 
oecumenical. 

Consequently, the conviction is forced 
upon me that the Church has not been di- 
vided; that the Greek and Anglican Com- 
munitions are not parts of the true Church; 
that the Roman Church is the true Church 
through whose Councils the Holy Ghost 
Speaks. 

This conclusion puts a new light on our 
Lord’s prayer for the unity of the Church 
in the 17th chapter of S. John. It had 
always been a puzzle to me how His prayer 
should so entirely fail of being answered. 

Having arrived at the above conclusion 
the only possible action, whatever pain or 
loss it might involve, was to seek reconcilia- 
tion with the Roman Communion. When 
this reconciliation will take place I am 
unable at the present moment to inform my 
readers, but it will probably not be long 
delayed.

In the Semaine religieuse of Albi is an ac- 
count of a young Religious belonging tv 
the Lozere district, who after joining the 
Zouaves was with his division fcr five 
months, at the end of which time he was 
badly wounded by a shell in Artois. His 
officer, who one day told him “I like you 
very much, not because you are a seminarist, 
but because you are an amazing fellow,” 
has related many instances of his bravery 


‘and readiness to volunteer for any service. 


But there were limits to his complacency, 
as the following instance shows: 

One day before the fierce struggles in 
Artois the Commandant, who is also from 
Lozere, asked him to be his secretary. Ac- 
ceptance would have placed him out of 
reach of bullets and. shells, would have 
ended long hours on guard in the trenches, 
for the Commandant was president of the 
divisional Council of War; it might even 
have meant stripes of promotion. But all 
these advantages were promptly refused. 
“I prefer to remain with my company” was 
his simple answer. * * * When he fell 
wounded and the major ordered a stretcher- 
bearer to remove him immediately, he ex- 
postulated, saying: ‘Please don’t. It is not 
my turn. Take those that were wounded 
before I was.”

Signs of a Vanishing Protestantism 
Revelations of the Census Bureau present 
a danger for Protestantism that needs at- 
tention, says The Christian-Evangelist 
(Disciples, St. Louis). The danger can 
be met, it thinks, only by an evangelism 
that more nearly resembles that of the Cath- 
olic Church than the revivalism of the Prot- 
estant. In the first federal birth-statistics 
ever published the States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Minnesota, the 
New England States, and the District of 
Columbia are dealt with. The highest death- 
rate in this area was found in New Hamp- 
shire and the lowest in Minnesota. The 
highest birth-rate was in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, and the lowest in Maine. The 
greatest excess of births over deaths was 
in Minnesota and the least in Maine. This 
journal finds here disclosed some interesting 
facts with regard to the marked difference 
of family increase between those of foreign 
and native extraction. The excesses of the 
birth-rates of the foreign-born over the 
native-born population varied from 40 per 
cent. in Minnesota to 390 per cent. in Con- 
necticut. 

“Apparently these figures indicate two tenden- 
cies in our American social lif. First, they in- 
dicate that the white race is slowly supplanting 
the colored in population; and, secondly, that the 
foreign-born whites are supplanting the native 
born. In this latter fact lies a great danger for 
American Protestantism. The majority of our 
foreign-born population are Jews, Catholics, or 
Freethinkers. The growth of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church is largely due to the greater propor- 
tion of births among immigrants. The same 
church which prescribes celibacy for its clergy, 
encourages large families among the laity. It is 
noticeable that Catholicism grows up almost en- 
tirely by absorbing its own children rather than 
by proselytism. Protestants frequently let their 
children get away from them and then hold big 
revivals to bring them back. We need an evan- 
gelism which will hold the children quite as 
much as one which will bring them again into 
the fold."—The Literary Digest.

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THE CONVERSION OF THE JEWS 
Members of the Rosary League and Chil- 
dren of the Atonement; 

I am going to begin my monthly letter 
to you this time by quoting what a Brooklyn 
Tertiary writes me in regard to the Jews. 
She says: “Most of my neighbors are Jews, 
and I feel inspired to try to convert them to 
our Holy Faith. Among them I find some 
lovely women and they tell me, in fact they 
invite me, to visit them. They love to hear 
me speak of Jesus and His teaching. One 
of them has remarked that if only our re- 
ligion was made known to them by their 
Roman Catholic neighbors being more ex- 
plicit in regard to the same. We know, of 
course, how most of us are too wrapped in 
worldly matters to let this matter bother 
us, Will you not write a piece in THE 
Lamp, encouraging members of the U. N. 
B. L. to be more Christ-like to Jews; and 
after a while, with God’s blessing, they, too, 
would become His followers, and I hope to 
see the day when we will have Missions for 
the Jews.” 

Have you taken notice that there is al- 
ways a petition for the conversion of the 
Jews printed from month to month in our 
Rosary League Intercessions? That inter- 
cession has been printed monthly for the 
past twelve years, and it is time that it was 
beginning to bear fruit. The trouble with 














our Catholic people is that they take for 
granted that the conversion of the Jews is 
a hopeless proposition, This is, of course, 
a great mistake. Multitudes of Jews in 
every age have been converted to Catholi- 
cism, and as we approach the day when the 
time allotted to the conversion of the Gen- 
tiles is filled up and the final conversion of 
the Jews foretold by St. Paul draws nigh, 
we may reasonably expect a greater influx 
of Jewish converts into the Catholic Church. 

The conversion of the Jews has been 
brought home to us at Graymoor very for- 
cibly by the fact that the first Brother to 
join us was a young Hebrew whom we had 
been instrumental in converting and who is 
with us still. Mother Lurana imthose early 
days selected two little girls from an or- 
phan asylum to train and educate, one a 
Gentile, the other a Jewess, the former is 
now married and a mother, and the latter 
a Professed Sister of the Atonement. 

It was only the other day that the Paulist 
Fathers sent a Hebrew young man up from 
New York to be instructed by us in the 
Catholic faith, at his own request. His 
baptism, d. v., will soon take place. 

Not long ago a Monsignor in New York 
spent fifteen minutes telling us what a mag- 
nificent Catholic a Jew in his congregation 
had made. He had literally to fight his way 
into the Catholic Church, not alone by rea- 
149 
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son of the opposition of his own people, but 
his Catholic friends and acquaintances gave 
him very little encouragement. The initia- 
tive was entirely his own. A youmg lady 
who was a Methodist fell in love with him, 
and one of her friends who knew the stanch 
nature of this Jewish convert’s faith, told 
her that if she wished him to propose mar- 
riage to her she would first have to change 
her own religion. She, without delay, 
placed herself under instruction and became 
a Catholic. The two are Catholic social lead- 
ers in the New Jersey town where they re- 
side and have won from their Protestant 
neighbors a respect for the Catholic Church 
which they did not formerly entertain. 

We have among our acquaintances, a 
Protestant minister, who is a convert from 
Judaism. This same zealous Protestant 
minister is having considerable success in 
converting New York Jews to his own type 
of Christianity. - And he has written me 
repeatedly, expressing his astonishment that 
the Catholic Church, which claims to be the 
only true Church of Jesus Christ, should 
not have anywhere in Greater New York, 
a Mission for the conversion of the Jews. 
He cannot understand it and it is very hard 
for me to explain why neither the Catholic 
clergy nor the lay-folk seem to be making 
any efforts to convert their Jewish neigh- 
bors. 

My purpose in writing alf this is to ask 
of the members of the Rosary League to 
pray definitely and persistently until the 
prayer is answered, that this reproach may 
be taken from us, and that Missions to the 
Jews may be established first in New York 
and then in all our large American cities. 
This was the General Intention for 
February. Please continue to make it a 
special intention in your private devotions 
until our united prayer has been graciously 
answered. Surely if Protestant ministers 
can succeed in converting our Hebrew fel- 
low-citizens, the Catholic Church can suc- 
ceed much better, provided we shake our- 


selves free from the notion that it is a hope- 
less thing to try to convert the Jew. 

The Church of England; with headquar- 
ters in London, has long had a flourishing 
society for the conversion of the Jews, and 
some of the most prominent people in Eng- 
land, socially and politically, are Jewish con- 
verts to the Anglican Church. Bishop 
Schereschewsky, of the Episcopal Church, 
who died some years ago, was their pio- 
neer missionary to China, and translated 
the Bible, both Old and New Testaments, 
into the Chinese language. 

When we remember that.Our Lady of the 
Atonement was a Jewess herself, we can 
feel positively assured that the prayers ad- 
dressed to her maternal heart on behalf of 
our Jewish neighbors here in America will 
strike a responsive chord and that sooner or 
later she will obtain from her Divine Son 
a glorious answer to our united interces- 
sions for the conversion to Catholicism of 
American Jews, of whom there are in New 
York alone one million at the present time. 

In conclusion, let me thank you for the 
interest you are taking in our appeal to 
raise a fund of five thousand dollars by 
Easter for the completion of Our Lady’s 
Hostel and the Hospital annex. You will 
see in another column the report of offer- 
ings which have been made almost exclu- 
sively by members of the Rosary League 
since February 1. A good start, but only a 
start. We beg you to pray and work hard 
for the completion of the fund in the time 
that yet remains before Easter Day.

SMALL STATUE OF OUR LADY OF 
THE ATONEMENT BEING PRE- 
PARED FOR EVERY HOME 


One of our Tertiaries in New York City, 
Mr. James L. Brown, who is a devoted 
son of Our Lady of the Atonement, has 
taken the initiative in securing a sraall statue 
of Our Blessed Mother that can be pur- 
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chased by the many thousand members of 
The Rosary League, so that in each home 
there may be a reproduction of the statue 
of Our Lady of the Atonement which is 
honored in the Convent Chapel at Gray- 
moor, and on the Mount of the Atone- 
ment. 

He has recently addressed to the Rev- 
erend Mother Lurana a letter reporting the 
progress that is being made in preparing 
the model. This letter we believe will be 
read with interest by the members of The 
Rosary League: 

Yesterday afternoon I paid a visit to 
Prof. Triebel in his Studio, to see how the 
work on the model of the Statue of Our 
Lady was progressing. Upon entering the 
large and grand Studio I immediately saw 
nestled between a most beautiful Corpus 
Christi Model on one side and a relief of 
Dante on the other, the Graymoor Statue 
of our Sweet Mother of the Atonement. 
Surely its presence must have inspired this 
good Sculptor in making the small model, 
for, to my great surprise, I saw nearby the 
miniature, which will be as artistic, if not 
more so, than the original. 

This assures me that Our Lady is listen- 
ing to our prayers and has been watching 
over this particular undertaking. O may 
she continue to help us in this matter until 
we have placed the statues in the homes of 
many of her devoted children, where the 
many prayers shall be offered to implore 
her powerful intercession with Him, Who 
wrought our salvation by His Precious 
Blood of the Atonement.

CARDINAL GIBBONS ON THE 
IMMIGRATION BILL 


Cardinal Gibbons recently expressed a 
hope that President Wilson would veto the 
Immigration Bill which has since been 
passed over the President’s veto. The Car- 
dinal spoke as follows: 

“It is disappointing to many thoughtful 
citizens that the immigration bill has passed 
both Houses of Congress. By this meas- 
ure illiterates will in the future be excluded 
from entrance into this country. It is to 
be hoped that Mr. Wilson will act with 
the same good judgment as he has done on 
a former like occasion and veto the bill. 
Similar bills have been vetoed by preceding 
Presidents, who have been cognizant of the 
harmful effect this test of literacy would 
have upon desirable immigration. 

“Tlliteracy should not be confounded with 
ignorance. There is an old axiom which 
reads ‘intellectual attainments are not the 
test of virtue.’ Many of the most danger- 
ous members of the community are men of 
keen and trained intellect, but of depraved 
morals. The normal, sturdy illiterate has 
a receptive mind, capable of early develop- 
ment. Had the United States refused such 
illiterates from the beginning of our gov- . 
ernment, our country would have lost the 
benefit of their virtue, thrift, industry and 
enterprising spirit. 

“And the descendants of such forbears 
are an honor to their fathers and a credit 
and an asset to our country, for they have 
been rapidly incorporated and _ identified 
with the native population by the assimilat- 
ing process of education and the common 
use of the English tongue.

The Literary Digest for January 20th prints 
a long notice of Harry Butters, a young American 
soldier, in the British army, who was killed last 
August, and whose death “called forth nation- 
wide eulogies from British personages and press”. 
The article also says that “young Mr. Butters had 
been educated in San Francisco and later entered 
Beaumont College in old Windsor”, but there is 
no special mention of him as a Catholic. In this 
connection the following extract from a letter 
written last Easter-tide to an American friend is 
very interesting, not only because he wrote it, 
but as giving a vivid description of the work 
of chaplains at the front. 

Harry Butters was killed on the thirty-first of 
August by the same shell that killed his battery 
commander. The London Observer says: “He 
takes his last sleep out there with so many of 
the brave and true, where none was braver and 
truer than he, and among the recollections of 
the great war his name will not be forgotten. 
Beaumont will take care of that. In his old 
College we doubt not he will have his perma- 
nent memorial.” 

I feel sure your readers will be glad to know 
of the help and consolation that the Catholic 
Faith is bringing everywhere, and how the Holy 
Mother Church comforts and cares for all.

EXTRACT FROM LETTER OF SECOND 
LIEUT. H.-A. B., ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY 


“We have a Church of England chaplain at- 
tached to the battery—a youngster and a very 
decent chap; been with us for a month now and 
we have a lot of fun with him. And this brings 
me,.around to a subject that must be of the 
greatest possible interest to you—speaking of 
chaplains. 

“The chaplain at the front is not present in 
great numbers. There are about twelve to a 
Division (twenty thousand men)—four Roman 
Catholics, four Church of England, and four 
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non-Conformists. Every Sunday there are com- 
pulsory church parades and I have as yet failed 
to find a single man of Protestant persuasion 
whose religion means anything whatsoever to 
him. Church parades are the most completely 
perfunctory affairs that I have ever seen in my 
life. The men hate them like poison and growl 
mightily at being drawn for them. 

“The experience of all these non-Catholic chap- 
lains is alike in this—they meet with the most 
desperate sort of discouragement in their work 
out here that it would be possible to imagine. 
Respect, of course, they get on all sides, and 
comradeship outside of religious matters; but al- 
ways are they made to feel that their services are 
an imposition and that professionally they are not 
wanted. To see one of them in the trenches is 
the rarest experience in the world. It must be 
tragedy to them, and it is a problem to me how 
any of them can last six months out here without 
complete disillusionment. Contrast this with what 
I am now going to tell you. 

“Of late I have been shooting over an Irish 
regiment who (an ancient privilege) have their 
own chaplain and imagine my delight to find him 
an old friend and member of Father Tim Carey’s 
of Beaumont College. Father Doyie is his name, 
an English Jesuit, and in the two or three nights 
that we have spent together, I have howled with 
joy over the tales of the Catholic side of the 
case. This good man, instead of having to work 
up interest in the minds of his fighting parish, 
is worked hard to satisfy thei- spiritual needs. 
Every morning he says Mass for the reserve com- 
pany behind the trenches at which every free man 
is present a couple of times each week. Every 
evening he says the rosary in the front line fire 
trench for the whole battalion and at the end 
administers general absolution to every man there. 


“Quite as often as not he is cut down to two 
or three decades by hostile shelling, and once, 
at least, men have been killed and wounded by 
German fire while the Rosary was being said. 
Add to this that when the regiment is out at 
rest, every man comes faithfully to the Sacra- 
ments and that in times of strafing, this intrepid 
Priest goes straight to the front lines and ab- 
solves the wounded and the dying, and you have 
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a picture of what the Church can mean to men 
of faith in the midst of sudden death. He has 
told me that some of the acts of contrition of the 
wounded men have been the most wonderful 
things he has ever listened to—perfect contrition 
such as he never before thought could be put into 
words at all. 

“The other morning I was at Mass just behind 
the lines—two planes overhead most of the time; 
machine guns from the Bosch trenches popping 
away to beat the band; an occasional shell some- 
where in the rear—the whole thing was intensely 
dramatic. A number of Anglican chaplains have 
“gone over to Rome” here in the middle of the 
war. That or agnosticism was all that was left 
to the ones who faced the truth.” 


A Week Later 


“Easter rolled up yesterday and I attended one 
of the most beautiful open air Masses I have ever 
seen, offered by Father Doyle. Half-of his regi- 
ment was present, the other half having attended 
early Mass and in the interim he journeyed 
around the camp to give Communion to the sen- 
tries—kneeling with a rifle and fixed bayonet. 
It was stirring.” * * *

In this little volume we meet that genial hero 
“Father Tim” Casey, as usual defending the Faith, 
confounding his adversaries and admonishing his 
flock and doing it.all in a very human and “inter- 
esting way. Probably no one but “Father Tim” 
could do it so well bit that fact does not take 
away from either the value of these “Talks” or 
from their acceptability with their readers. The 
author manages to give a great deal of sound 
doctrinal and practical instruction while he pre- 
serves it from being “preachy” by the humor 
which everywhere pervades it. The book will 
furnish a fund of material to those who have 
occasion to argue points of the Catholic religion 
and it is a book which can be lent to one’s non- 
Catholic neighbors, much to their edification. But 
its circulation should by no means be confined to 
non-Catholics, for scarcely anyone within the 
Church will fail to find some point on which he 
will receive light from its perusal. 

One is surprised, because of the general ac- 
curacy of detail to find a slip like that made on 
page 55 where the author calls the English Bible 
of 1611, the “St. James version.” The most ardent 
admirer of the House of Stuart would scarcely 
put forward James I for canonization. The mis- 
take is the more peculiar because these “Talks” 
have already appeared before the public in The 
Liguorian and it must, therefore, have slipped by 
its circle of readers as well.

A Sprrituat Pircrimace. By the Rev. R. J. 
Campbell, M.A. D. Appleton & Co. New York. 
$2.00 net. 

Spiritual autobiography is always interesting 
even when it concerns some comparatively ob- 
scure personality, but when its subject is one of 
the prominence and charm of the author of this 
book, it becomes positively fascinating. One is 
carried along from page to page and from chap- 
ter to chapter with the keenest anticipation and 
one is never disappointed in the outcome. Reared 
in the midst of Irish Presbyterianism and Eng- 
lish Nonconformity in the shape of Free Method- 
ism, Mr. Campbell found himself at Oxford 
thrown with Church of England associates of a 
pronounced “Anglo-Catholic” type. He had, 
previous to his admission to the University, been 
confirmed in the Church of England, though as 
he-confessed, without attaching very much im- 
portance to the step. But in his University ca- 
reer he felt that he received a great deal of 
assistance from his religious connection, for he 
says, “The two sources of my spiritual life are 
the Ulster Presbyterianism of my childhood, and 
the Anglo-Catholicism of my Oxford days.” 

While greatly attracted by his Anglo-Catholic 
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friends and their system he felt, as he tells us, 
“If the Anglo-Catholic theory of the Church 
were the true one I should not feel safe outside 
of Rome, and I was not prepared to go to 
Rome.” He admits that Rome’s position and 
orders were unassailable, whereas there was much 
doubt in Anglicanism, but since he was “not pre- 
pared to go to Rome” he sought Nonconformity 
afresh. Or rather it might be better to say that 
Nonconformity sought him and seeing therein a 
way out of his difficulty he accepted the call re- 
ceived. However, in that he did not cease to be 
friendly either with the Church of England or 
with the Roman Catholic Church and frankly 
admits that what he “learned first hand of the 
inside of” the latter had caused him to “shed any 
prejudices” against her. Through his whole ca- 
reer many Priésts and Prelates as well as Cath- 
olic laity have been numbered among his friends. 

The chapters dealing with the author’s Non- 
conformist Ministry both in Brighton and in Lon- 
don are most interesting and the description of 
the unique work at the City Temple throws much 
light upon that remarkable institution. Perhaps 
more than ever before is the outside world 
“let in” upon the author’s real state of mind 
throughout the controversy which arose over 
The New Theology and we see that he himself 
had not gone so far from orthodoxy of belief as 
was commonly supposed. He admits that the 
effect of the book, which he characterises as 
“hasty_and immature,” was unfortunate and he 
later did his best to repair the damage done by 
withdrawing the book or at least some of its 
statements. But the ball he had set rolling went 
on and he found himself at “the parting of the 
ways”. Liberal Nonconformity was rapidly los- 
ing its hold upon the fact that “the Jesus of his- 
tory (is) one with the Christ of faith,” whilst Mr. 
Campbell felt that his only hope lay in clinging to 
this. Though he does not exactly so express it, 
he seems to have felt the need of authority and 
of a Church which could claim to exercise it. 
Why he should have turned back to Anglicanism 
for it instead of being by this time “prepared to 
go to Rome” is hard to understand and he does 
not adequately explain it but the fact remains 
that he stopped at Canterbury. We are by no 
means, however, ready to admit the statement 
made by the publishers in their advertisement, 
that “it would be impossible for Dr. Campbell’s 
spiritual journeys to be extended into the Roman 
Catholic Church” and we may express the hope 
that ultimately they may be. 

The chapters entitled “Reordination” and “To- 
wards Reunion” contain a wonderful amount of 
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food for thought and should be carefully read 
by those Anglicans who are disposed to make un- 
charitable remarks concerning Rome’s demands 


upon converts from the Anglican ministry who 


seek her Priesthood. After urging Nonconform- 
ists to accept Anglican ordination for the great 
purpose of healing some of the breaches in Eng- 
lish Christianity he makes this remarkable state- 
ment. “May the English priesthood one day be 
called upon to consider the advisability of doing 
in its turn, for the sake of a larger Christian 
unity, what I have had the boldness to recom- 
mend to the Nonconformist ministry to do for 
the sake of healing our divisions here at home? 
I dare do no more than hint at the thought and 
leave it to germinate.” May it do so and bear 
much fruit! Such a corporate action would very 
materially assist in the full realization of the

Altogether this volume is as might be ex- 
pected, a notable contribution to the literature of 
reunion and spiritual apologetics and one who is 
in any wise a student of such things cannot af- 
ford to remain unacquainted with it. Mr. Camp- 
bell’s “vast personal congregation,” those who 
have been won by his charming personality, will 
not be disappointed in what they find here, and 
those who are making his acquaintance for the 
first time will be introduced to one whom it is a 
pleasure to know.
